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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Independent claims 22,80,81 ,82, and 83 have been amended to include limitations regarding the cells 
Including state and data fields as well as limitations regarding the "right limit", "store line immediate", and "addmark" commands. These 
limitations make the independent claims significantly more limiting than before and, therefore, require further consideration and/or search 
The examiner notes that claim 29 (i.e. the claim containing the limitations regarding the "right limit" command) has been indicated as 
being alllowable if rewritten independent form. However, the amendment to claim 22 does not include the limitations of intervening claim 
23 and, therefore, Is not claim 29 rewritten in Independent form. Consequently, further consideration is required. 
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
